Maybe tiiere's no troth* in the tra- 
dition that George Washington once 
hid in the hollow trunii of the great 
chesfhut tree that until recently stood 
In the front yard of Charles F. Coy, 
Tonkers, New York. Bnt folk tker«- 
aboiit believe l»e did, just as they be- 
lieve that the tree was 700 or 800 
years old when It died a few years 
ago, and was the oldest agd .j^^est 
tree fit any Tariety not only tn "^wat- 
chester county but In New York state. 

The trunk, which was about 35 feet 
tall aai: about 35 feet in circumfer- 
ence, according to Mr. Coy, was cut 
down by the department of public 
works of Yonkers. and lis dismem- 
bered remains carted away.
